Technical Information 

Samples are grouped into categories, then tracks 
within each category. The time to the left of the name 
indicates the starting time of the first sample for that 
sound within the track. However each sound has it’s 
own index point, so if your CD player has this facility 
you can jump straight to the start of each sound. The 
code to the right of the name indicates the 
International Gold Series card from which the sound is 
taken. Ml/2 therefore means the sound is taken from 
International Gold Series Card No. 2 for the Korg Ml. 
On the far right the pitches included for each sound are 
listed. Sample lengths have been chosen in order to 
give you a good opportunity to achieve a smooth loop 
and pitches chosen within sounds most useful ranges. 

The high quality of the Compact Disc medium will 
reveal limitations inherent in the synthesizers sampled. 
We have attempted to remove as much of the 
unwanted noise as possible. This noise is particularly 
evident on the Roland D50 and Ensoniq VFX samples. 
We have selected a gold CD for improved quality and 
greater visual impact. 

HitSound CD Useful Tip «1: Don't waste money on 
expensive binoculars, just move closer to what you 
want to look at. 

This CD was recorded, compiled and mastered using 
Digidesign’s Sound Tools running on an Apple Mac 
Ilex with a DAC 780 Meg Hard Drive. Then transfered 
to DAT using a Tascam DA30.
